UP TO THE MILLS 


-Miss Florence Hughes, an American- 


ization specialist from the department 
of education of the federal department 
of the interior,, has made a survey of 
conditions here in Lowell and frankly 
makes the statement that Americaniza- 
tion is more squarely up to the mills 
of the city than any other one factor 
in Lowell's life. 


The churches and foreign press can 


do a lot to help along the tvork, ac- 
cording ro .Miss Hughes, but in the 
final analysis the matter is in the 
hands 
of the mill men. 


Immigrants 
can be divided 
into 


three, classes, says Miss Hughes. Those 
who have no desire to learn English 
but who have come to this country 
merely to secure a certain amount of 
money and then intend to go hack TO 
the fatherland: those who cannot read 
or writ* any language and whose case 
is practically hopeless, and the third 
p;roup. those who have come hero to 
stay uncl who want to learn English. 


Somft of the difficulties confronting 


th'j Immigrants who want to learn Eng- 
lish arc their being Loo tired a f t f r 
their day's work, their having other 
duties to do at home in the evening 
and tho fact that very few of them 
"know the ropes."

"While I represented 
the Russian government in England, 
neither I nor any of my staff en- 
gaged in any illegal propaganda. The 
samo applies to Bolshevist diplomats 
in. Scandinavia, 
Now, when tho en- 


tente nations are -waging- war on Rus- 
sia and. in Russian territory we feel 
justified in engaging in propaganda 
work among the allied troops. 
Any 


government in our place would do 
tlie same. 


"With the end of hostilities and 


the withdrawal of these troops there 
"will be neither opportunity nor de- 
sire on our part to make foreign 
troops or citizens the object of our 
propaganda. 


"In regard to Germany, we do not 


deny propaganda work, but prior to 
-the revolution Germany, despite the 
formal peace, continued to be the 
greatest dagger to the Russian revo- 
lution, and our propaganda was an 
act of self defense." 


M. Litvira'jfE assured the correspond- 


ent that the Bolshevists were great 
friends of the freedom of the , press 
and political1'liberty, and that the 
.present suppression of all opposition 
in Russia was due only to the fact 
that other parties, in a treacherous 
way, invited foreign troops to invade 
the country to fight the Bolshevists. 
In concluding he said he was sorry 
that Paris had been choseu for the 
peace congress, because it was the 
least suitable place for Sonet repre- 
sentatives to go. 
He was sure, he 


said, that it was not President Wil- 
son's fault that the Russian govern- 
ment, which had now been in power 
13 months, was not represented at the 
conference.

Scarcely a day pass- 
es but eome Low*ll doughboy appears 
with a stripe, star or cord HO placed 
on his uniform as to excite tho curios- 
ity and interest of many to whom 
tilings military HT«* a mysiery- 
Inquiry develops thft fact that of the 


constantly inertisinff iirray of chev- 
rons, stars and cords, the chevrons 
alone are official. 
All other insigmla,
